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2006 CLUB ELECTIONS 


This year’s election will fill four officer and 
three trustee positions on the nine-member 
Board of Directors. The election committee 
has been appointed: Phil Kane K2ASP; John 
Anderson KA7BRZ; and Claire Johnson N7CM 
will serve the club in this role in the current 
election cycle. 


The Bylaws call for four officers (President; 
Vice President; Secretary; and Treasurer) and 
up to five trustees. Officers are elected for 
one-year terms. Trustees serve two-year 
terms. All may succeed themselves. Any 
member of the club in good standing who 
holds a valid amateur radio license may be 
considered for election. 


The Board of Directors is responsible for 
guiding the club through the year. Boards 
meet once a month [or more] to consider club 
business. Meetings are open to all club 
members. They are held on the fourth 
Wednesday of each month, currently at Fire 
Station 67 in Beaverton, at 7:00 pm. 


The president’s role carries responsibility for 
convening meetings, appointing committees 
and interest chairs, representing the club at 
community and amateur radio events, and 
providing the “vision” for the club’s purposes. 
The vice president backs up the president and 
serves as program chairman. The secretary 
maintains club records and validates the 
membership list for election and other 
purposes. The treasurer maintains the 
financial records of the club and provides 
current status information to the Board.

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Proposed that Article Ill | DUTIES OF OFFICERS 
Section E be amended as follows: 


Present wording: 


The TRUSTEE shall be a member in good standing 
elected by the general membership. Their number 
can and may vary: but shall not exceed five (5). They 
shall hold the club's Amateur Radio License, if any. 
All shall hold title to property, real, personal, or mixed 
which the corporation may acquire. 


Proposed wording: 


Each TRUSTEE shall be a member in good standing 
elected by the general membership. Their number 
can and may vary but shall not exceed five (5). 


AUTHORS’ STATEMENT 


The present wording of the club's Constitution and 
By-Laws is vague as to the duties of the club trustees 
and Board and specifically does not provide for the 
committees which we all know make the club 
function. 


The proposed amendments would define those duties 
and responsibilities and would delegate authority to 
committees formed and operating under the Board's 
direction. 


In addition, the present wording of the Constitution 
reads that one of the trustees shall be the club's FCC 
license "trustee." This would require that a 
modification of the club's FCC station license be 
made every time that the named trustee is replaced 
with someone else. 


The proposed amendments would enable someone 
who is not on the club Board to be designated by the 
Board as the club's FCC license "trustee" and as a 
result that person can serve even when club trustees 
change. 


There is no fiscal impact of these amendments and | 
urge the club membership to adopt them to bring the 
Constitution into line with these present club 
practices which have been found to be essential to 
the smooth running of the club.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS OF THE OTVARC CONSITUTION 
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Proposed that Article Ill | DUTLES OF OFFICERS 
Section F be added as follows: 


The officers and trustees enumerated herein shall 
constitute the Board of Directors and provide day-to- 
day guidance in the operation of the club. The Board 
shall hold title to all real, personal, or mixed property 
which the corporation may acquire. The Board shall 
hold the club's Amateur Radio License, if any, and 
shall by resolution designate one club member as 
License Trustee as required by the Rules and 
Regulations of the Federal Communications 
Commission. The License Trustee need not be one of 
the members of the Board. The Board shall have the 
power to designate and constitute permanent and ad- 
hoc operating committees of the club by resolution, 
and shall designate the powers, limitations, and 
general and specific responsibilities of each such 
committee as necessary. 


PROCESS FOR VOTING ON PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 


Article VI of our Constitution states that a proposed 
amendment will be submitted to the Board in writing, 
signed by the submitting member(s) known as the 
“author(s)" and at least four other full/family-full 
members. The Board is to review the proposal and 
respond to the author(s) no later than the third 
regular meeting after submission recommending that 
the proposal be submitted for review and vote by the 
general membership (with or without revisions) or 
that the proposal be withdrawn. 


If the author(s) agree that the proposal be submitted 
to the general membership, the Board submits the 
matter to the general membership by mail not later 
than the second regular club meeting after the 
author(s)’ concurrence. 


The proposed amendment(s) shall be published in 
the club's Newsletter and the membership votes 
acceptance or rejection by ballot contained in the 
Newsletter. The author(s) shall publish a written 
statement of no more than 200 words including the 
purpose and intent of the proposed amendment(s). 


A majority of 2/3 of the votes received by the next 
regular club meeting is required for ratification. The 
written statement is found in the next column. The 
proposed amendments are on this Page above. Your 
ballot is on Page 6. Photo-copies are acceptable if all 
member names are included on envelope outside.
